Nancy Yoshihars Mayeda, bom in Seattle 
Washington, began her formal education, kin- 
dergarten, first and second grades, in 
Minadoka, Idaho, a relocation camp where 
Japanese Americans were interned during 
World War II. The driving, inspirational force 
wag her father, Minoru Yoshihara, who be- 
lieved in the American dream that you could 
be what ever you wanted to be in this land of 
opportunity called America. The key was 
education, hard work, tenacity and pride. 

Nancy is a graduate of Raphael Weill (now 
Rosa Parks), Benjamin Franklin Middle 
School, CfeorgcWashmgton High School, San 
Francisco State College (BA) and die Univer- 
sity of San Francisco (MA). Her e duca t ion 
was completed all within the City and County 
of San Francisco. 

Being a teacher was an unattainable profes- 
sion to Nancy's aunts when they graduated 
from the University of Washington in die 
1930a. They were not allowed to be certified. 
Beginning in the 1950s, colleges were accept- 
ing Japanese American candidates for teach- 
ing credentials. The question was: would they 
be able to get jobs? 

June 1960 is a memorable date. Nancy was 
hired by the San Francisco Unified School 
District This was hailed as a major accom- 
plishment and source of pride within the fam- 
ily. During this period the concept of a Japa- 
nese American principal was unthinkaMe.lt is 
the District that is responsible for the growth 
and development of Nancy aaanedncator.Her 
experience as teacher, curriculum staff devel- 
opment specialist and principal have given her 
the ability to have dreams and visions.
